2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
10/737,422 is being allowed since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a 
single-use microsystem for determining the clotting time of blood comprising a microfluidic 
channel formed in the device having an inlet and an outlet, a microsensor at least partially in 
communication with the channel for sensing when a blood sample in the charmel clots, wherein 
the microsensor includes a pair of spaced, conductive traces extending along the length of the 
channel and wherein the conductive traces are variably spaced at different distances from one 
another along the length of the channel, and a signal processor for processing signals from the 
microsensor to obtain a clotting time for a blood sample. In particular, none of the prior art of 
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record teaches or fairly suggests such a device wherein the conductive traces are spaced along a 
microchannel at variable distances or spacings from one another along the length of the channel.
